PREFACE. 



For some long time past it has been widely felt 
that a reduction in the cost of Classical Works 
used in schools generally, and more especially in 
those intended for boys of the middle classes, is 
at once desirable and not difficult of accomplish- 
ment For the most part only portions of authors 
are read in the earlier stages of education, and a 
pupil is taken from one work to another in each 
successive half-year or term ; so that a book 
needlessly large and proportionably expensive is 
laid aside after a short and but partial use. 

In order, therefore, to meet what is certainly a 
want. Portions of the Classical Writers usually 
read in Schools are now being issued under the 
title of Grammar School Texts ; while, at the 
request of various Masters, it has been determined 
to add to the series some of the Gospels in Greek, 

Each Text is provided with a Vocabulary of 
the words occurring in it. In every instance but 
that of Eutropius the origin of a word^ whetvfa^Rp«^^ 
is stated at the commeiicetftfeTyX. 
ing of it, if connected vrViJ^i atio\)aRx \^^v£v,^^ ^^^^ 
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word ; at the end of it, if derived from any other 
source. Further still, the primary or etymological 
meaning is always given, within inverted commas, 
in Roman type, and so much also of each word's 
history as is needful to bring down its chain of 
meanings to the especial force, or forces, attaching 
to it in the particular " Text.'* In the Vocabulary, 
however, to Eutropius — which is essentially a book 
for beginners — the origin is given of those words 
alone which are formed from other Latin words. 

Moreover, as an acquaintance with the principles 
of Grammar, as well as with Etymology, is 
necessary to the understanding of a language, such 
points of construction as seem to require elucida- 
tion are concisely explained under the proper 
articles, or a reference is simply made to that rule 
in the Public Schools Latin Primer^ or in Parrfs 
Elementary Greek Gammar^ which meets the" 
particular difficulty. It occasionally happens, how- 
ever, that more information is needed than can be 
gathered from the above-named works. When 
such is the case, whatever is requisite is supplied, 
in substance, from Jelfs Greek Grammar^ Winer's 
Grammar of New ^Vj/^w^w/ Greek^ or the Latin 
Grammars of Zu nipt and Madvig,

Khea Silvia, however, gave 
birth to male twins, whose 
father she alleged to be the 
god Mars, in the hope, doubt- 
less, that, by so doing, her 
crime would be overlooked by 
a superstitious people. This, 
however, was not the case. 
She was buried alive; while 
the king ordered her two in- 
fant boys to be thrown into 
the Tiber. The persons, to 
whom was intrusted the ex- 
ecution of this inhuman com- 
mand, placed the new-born 
infants in a basket, which 
they committed to the river. 
It happened, however, that 
the river had then overflowed 
its banks, so that the basket 
could not be placed in the 
course of the current; and, 
therefore, when the waters 
retired, it was left on the 
ground. According to the 
common account, a wolf, hear- 
ing their cries, came to them, 



them, gave them suck. While 
at the breast of this strange 
nurse, they were discovered 
by Faustulus, the king's shep- 
herd, who carried them home, 
and brought them up as his 
own children. When they 
had attained the age of 
eighteen years, they frequently 
put themselves nt the head of 
a band of freebooters, and 
plundered the surrounding 
country. In one of these 
marauding excursions Eemus 
was made prisoner. The 
usurping monarch, before 
whom he was carried, learning 
that he had devastated the 
property of Numitor, ordered 
nim to be given up to that 
prince for punishment. Here- 
upon, . Paustulus, seeing his 
foster-child in danger, dis- 
covered to Numitor the secret 
of his finding him ; and sug- 
gested, that, frcm comparing 
the time and circumstances, 
it might be concluded that it 
was his daughter's son, who 
stood before him. The result 
was the conviction in Nu- 
mi tor's mind that such was 
really the case; and a plot 
was formed, which ended in 
the destruction of Amulius, 
and the restoration of his de- 
posed brother.

In A.u.c. 260 («B.a 493) the 
Roman commons, at the in- 
stigation of Sicinius, made a 
secession to the Mons Sacer, in 
consequence of the oppression 
of the patricians. They would 
not return till the latter had 
agreed to remit the debts of 
those who were insolvent, to 
set at liberty those who had 
been seized by creditors, and 
to grant them their own pecu- 
liar magistrates, whose per- 
sons should be sacred, to pro- 
tect their rights. As these 
were in the first instance 
chosen from the Military 
Tribunes, they obtained the 
name of Tribuni^ the word 
plebia being added to denote 
their office, and to distinguish 
them from the other Tribunes. 
At first their power was very 
limited, being confined to the 
protection of the commons— 
the uttering of tho word veto 
("I forbid") being all they 
could do. Eventually, how- 
ever, by successive encroach- 
ments they attained to so great 
a height of power that, in 
actual authority, they sur- 
passed all the other magis- 
trates of the Commonwealth.

The procession 
took its way to the Capitol ; 
and when it arrived at the 
ascent of the hill the captured 
chiefs were led away to prison, 
where they were mercilessly 
put to death in cold blood. 
The general proceeded on- 
wards, and offered a thanks- 
giving sacrifice of larger 
victims to Jupiter Capitolinus. 
— There was also another and 
inferior honour (which was 
called an ovation) decreed to 
a successful general, who had 
not slain a sufficient number 
of enemies to entitle him to a 
triumph. He was not allowed 
to enter the dty in a chariot ; 
but he went on foot, or, at the 
furthest, on horseback.

Their cliief em- 
ployment was to attend to the 
sacred fire burning on the altar 
of the goddess ; and, as the 
superstition of the Romans 
imagined that fearful calam- 
ities would befal the state, if 
this were not kept continually 
alive, a severe punishment was 
inflicted u^<i\!k.\3oL«w«^^^^^g«tr 
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had also the charge of the 
Palladium of the Roman peo- 
ple. If any violated their 
TOWS of chastity, they were 
buried alive. At the same 
time their honours and priv- 
ileges were great. Vestal 
virgins were exempt from the 
control of parental authority, 
and had the power of making 
their own wills, though, under 
ago. They could grant a free 
pardon to an^ criminal being 
led to execution, if their meet- 
ing him was accidental and 
impremeditated. The utmost 
respect was shown them by 
the citizens of all ranks and 
ages ; while on their approach 
even the consular fasces were 
lowered, in token of the hon- 
our due to their sacred char- 
acter. The order consisted 
of four, as established by 
Numa. Tarquinius Priscus, 
or Servius Tullius, added two 
more. It must be borne in 
mind that Rhea Silvia, the 
mother of Romulus and Rem- 
us, was an Alban, and that 
vestals were not appointed at 
Rome till about sixty years 
later.
